.lustiee Tjatsh.aw's oflic(> was very 
(piiet last Saturday afternoon. The 
air was murky with tobacco smoke, 
and the floor and walls to a height of 
about ten inclu'S showpd that they 
had been plentifully besprinkled witli 
juice of the same weed.

To his riijht was the 
chait- for witnesses. Near it were tlu> 
clerk and prosecuting aitorney, and 
on the outskirts of the crowd was a 
row of grim deputies. The spectators 
were of the usual diversity of tyiie 
found ill courts of justices of the 
|)e:ice when hearings are on. Soim> 
were there from curiosity, some w'ere 
summoned as witnesses, and a few 
to answer charges for their own 
misdeeds. 

It was very quiet, yet over all there 
seemeil to hover an unusual spirit of 
wakefulness. The clerk had roused 
himsolf from his usual stoic indiffer- 
ence to what was passing in the court. 
The jirosecuting attorney was alert 
and active. The spectators, of whom 
the roonrwas full, were in a fiutter of 
excitement and interest. Fa en 
.Justice Lalshaw had unbent a trifle of 
his usual dignity and was evidently 
taking a deep* iiilerest in tho pro- 
(vedings. 

In a row behind the attorney s.at n 
iiuinber of silent beings — silent not 
from ehoic*", but from necessity. 
They were mutes. IVohably for tli 
first time in Kansas City's history 
legal ease was being tried in whicii 
all the princijials and a majority of 
the witnesses could not speak or hear 
a word. 

Last Wednesday a man ifiving his 
name as Dr. Andrew KcUv nnd outer 



ed the a])artnient of two defenseless 
young married women, both of them 
deaf-mutes, and made indecent pro- 
))osals in writing. Thej' were 
frightened from the room and Dr. 
Kelly took his departure. Mrs. Vale- 
tia Sullivan aii(l Mrs. Susie Settle- 
more were the women, and they live 
at lt07 (rrand Avenue. The charjcre 
against Kelly was disturbing the 
peace. 

One side of the room was* filled 
with indignant deaf-mute friends of 
the prosecuting witnesses. One mem- 
ber of the party, a lady, was doubly 
gifteil with sjieech and hearing, and 
could also make those wonderfully 
rapid signs and eloipient movements 
of the eyes and head. This woman 
Silt drinking in every word from the 
lawyers and witnesses who could 
speak and translating them with 
dexterous rajiidity to her silent 
audience. 

Every movement of the trial was 
depicted on their open faces like a 
book. When Kelly w.is ex.imiiied a 
dark frown of hatred spread over 
them and recalled a long forgotten 
.saying: "Their faces are like 
waxen tables written upon by passing 
thoughts, sympathy is the magic 
fiuid which" makes them legible." 

And the fingers, how they did fiy 
through space, making as many 
words in a minute as could be jiro- 
nounced in ten. 

" (tucss I'll just tpiit talking and 
begin making signs," said a court 
attache, who was impressed by the 
advaiiiages of the latter system. 

A little boy and girl, aged 8 and 
10 years, were important witnesses 
for the prosecution and about the 
only ones of a score jilaccd on the 
stand who had the gift of speech. 
As they were put under cross-ex- 
amination the greatest anxiety was 
manifested on every face, which 
translated would mean, ♦' .O, how I 
hope that the children will make no 
misfalic or be confused by the 
lawyers !" When the youngsters 
had been examined and clung stead- 
fastly to their story, the expression 
of relief was too eloquent for words. 
The examination of the majority of 
the witnesses, who were deaf and 
dumb, was a tedious job, as it had to 
be done in writing. They showed, 
however, a facility of using the 
jjencil which surprised the court and 
sjiectators. The letters were well 
formed, the words for the most jiart 
well chosen and the sentences quite 
iiramniatical. The only peculiarity 
was the use of many words very sel- 
dom used in ordinary conversation. 

.When the lawyers canio to make 
their last siieeches, interest among the 
mules ran Iiisjli. The iiiferpivter w.as 
busy translating evory new thought 
as it was given. Ilanlly, if ever, did 
Prosecuting Attorney Mastin have 
more enthusiastic backing in bringing 
a criminal to justice. No defendant 
ever had such openly expressed scorn 
to meet in making his case, although 
no word of that natiiri* was uttered, 
(tlances were at all times more elo- 
(pieiit than spei>ch|eould iiave been, and 
safer. 

The sentence — ten days in the 
coMnty jnil — was translated into sign- 
language as it fell from the judge's 
lips, and nianv were the expressions 
of disapproval thereat. The fiusliaiids 
of the two young women informed 
.Justice Latshaw after tho trial that 
if Kelly ever again sot foot within 
Ihtir Imuse he would meet summary 
vengeance. Kelly appealed the case 
to the county court. — Kansa* Vity 
Timrx, 1',h. tl.

The members of the Gallaudet 
Council are not yet resting ea.^y. 
They are thrown .'igain into trouble. 
The trouble, which, they hope, will 
be averteil in a short time, is that Mr. 
L. R. Tatiiin, their disposed of at- 
torney, intends to sue them for d.vm- 
ages, or breach of contract, if they do 
not live up to their agreement with 
him, whereby he can distribute the 
funds remaining in the American Fra- 
tiu'iial Circle's treasury to the members 
after deducting commission as com- 
pensation for his legitim.ate services in 
the fight for the ai)i)ointment of re- 
ceivers for the order. 

In one of our November letters, we 
have previously outlined the details of 
a meeting iield by the members at the 
club-room, who were unanimous in 
disiieusini; with Tatum. Messrs. Guss, 
Cloud, Froning,' Harden and Hunter 
were authorized as a body to notify 
the receivers at Haltimore, that "they 
are done with him," and actinj; 
under the iminvssion that he had got 
enough for his services, the uioiiey 
should, therefore, be sent direct to the 
members. The receivers replied that 
they are perfectly willing to comply 
witli the request and within thirty 
days, their checks will be mailed 
directly to the claimants instead of 
through Tatum. 

When Tatum got wind of the com- 
mittee's! jirotest against his further 
connection in the disbursement of 
cheeks, he filed an attachment through 
l.is partner in Baltimore, eiijoiiiiiiij 
the receivers from sending the money 
to the members. He then wrote two 
hot epistles to Mr. Cloud and Guss, 
and said unless the committee with- 
draws its protest to the receivers, he 
vvonlil throw the committc into 
the clutelies of civil law for ilamages, 
or brc i'c 

held ,1 h'. 

CUiuil, III their bohalf, sent a telepram 
to the receivers in Raltimore, with- 
drawing their |>rotest against Tatum, 
and instructed them to send the 
money to him, as it would be useless 
to fidiit out with him when it is al- 
ready atlaclied. We are not the only 
ones who have protested, but a good 
m;uiy hearing councils imitated each 
other. The history of the Gallaudet 
Council since it was annihilated last 
February, would fill a very eventful 
volume. It is too bad. 

The February l>usineBS meeting of 
the club took place last night, only 
two members lacking a full attend- 
ance. Kerr's motion to have the 
meetings take i>laee on Saturdays, as 
they have been hitherto held on 
Thursdays, was laid on the shelf and 
referred to the Committee on the re- 
vision of the consiitution and by-laws 
to decide. Whether we should have 
our club incorporated or not, was also 
referred to the same committee. Mr. 
Tatum, that disgruntled attorney, 
had pre^iared us with a paper cover- 
ing all the points necessary to pro- 
euro it, but we no longer have any 
confidence in him, and will try 
another attorney, C^ol. Charles Kiiapp. 
Misses Annie .Mcl^ainley, McIIose, 
Nelson, Kern and Kong were made 
aC'ommitteo to arrange for a " Calico 
Hall " in the club room some time 
after the lenteu season. Adjourn- 
ment followed a long string of minor 
discussions. 

l..ast Satiird.ay morning the officials 
of the Illinois Central Railroad, 
showed themselves to be very in- 
dignant, liecause they could not find 
any of us to ride in its special coach 
attached to its regular Chicago ex- 
press. When one of their .assents 
saw Mrs. Codman aiid Kingon and 
Miss Aronson at the Union Depot, he 
showcfl thcin to the above car, told 
them it was now at their disposal and 
had some tickets offered for sale.

A white haired, white bearded old 
man of striking presence and nervous 
manners is a familiar and frequent 
figure at one of the up town hotels. 
His name is Richard .J. Galling, and 
he is the inventor of the Gatling gun, 
which has plr\yed in modern warfare 
a large and more effective part than 
any other instrument of destruction. 
Dr. Gatling has been a great traveler 
.as well as a close and careful observer, 
and is a delightful and instructive 
comjianion. While chatting with him 
the other evening he told me the curi- 
ous anil interesting story of fheorioin 
of the Gatling gun. Dr. Gatling was 
born in South (.Carolina and received 
his medical training here in New 
York. 

" In 1861," said he, "1 was living in 
Indianapolis. My residence was near 
the depot, and I often saw troops of 
volunteers leaving for the front or 
when the dead bodies were brought 
home for burial. I was surprised to 
note that the number of men who wore 
killed by sickness was far greater 
than those killed by ba'l or actual bat- 
tle. One day I observed that of nine- 
teen corpses whicli arrived at thedepot 
only three had been killed \\> battle. 
Then the thought struck me that if a 
gun could be constructed capable tif 
doing the work of a hundred men and 
requiring but two or three t^i operate 
it the horrors and the duration of war 
would be wonderfully lessened. 

" I set to work at once, an<l in a 
few months completed the first Gat* 
ling gun. ^ly first gun was built in 
C!inncinnati and was able to fire from 
1.50 to 260 shots per minute. Six had 
been completed when the factory 
burned down and the guns were de- 
stroyed. Following this accident I 
had thirteen guns made .at what is now 
the ty]H' foundry in Cinnciunati, and 
those I sent on by my partner, a 
wealthy merchant of (^inncinnali, to 
Washington to persuade the govern- 
ment to introduce theirt. He took 
them to Haltimore, where he left 
twelve and went with the other to 
Washington. The chief of the ord- 
nance department at that time was an 
old fogy. He received him coldly 
and told him he had no faith in his 
orun and that he believed that flint- 
lock muskets wei*e, on the whole, the 
best weapons for warfare. In short 
he would have nothing to do with him. 
" My partner then left Washington 
and returned to Haltimore. Ren Hiit- 
ler was there with his troops. He 
had heard of the guns, and he asked 
to sec them work. As soon as he had 
tlone so he said he would buy them 
on his own responsibility, and did so, 
giving his voucher for 112,000 for 
them. My uartiuT had this cashed, 
but at this time there was a gix'at fall 
in pork, and $50,000 hogs whieb he 
1 



the Gatling gun. Hir.am S. Maxim, 
from whose brain it sprang, is one of 
the greatest of living inventors, a man 
of splendid intellect and superabun- 
dant energy. Tjong Ixjfpre he became 
famous as a gun inventor he bad 
.achieved distinction as an electrician, 
.and it is well known that he was nar- 
rowly anticipated by Edison in the 
perfecting of the incandescent light. 
" When I went south as a soldier in 
the ranks many years ago," said Mr. 
Maxim not long since, "and tired my 
first musket the recoil knocked me 
down. Ever since I was a boy I had 
experimented with tools and wood in 
making little cannon, and when I fell 
down a new idea came to me. I won- 
dered if I could not put that vigorous 
recoil to some good use. When I 
went to London I experimented a 
long while, and my gun is the result. 
The principle is siniph>. The cart- 
ridges are fixed on a long strip of 
canvas, which passes .at right angles 
through the gun. I press a button, 
the trigger is released, and the first 
shot is fired. 

"The recoil of the gun is all spent 
in pushing the lock piece back .against 
a spring and pulling the canvas 
strip so that anotliercartridge falls in- 
to its place. As soon as the lock jiiece 
touches the spring it is released 
again. Another shot is fired, and the 
recoil pushes it back .again, and so it 
keeps up as long as I hold my finger 
on the button, or as long as there is a 
siui^le cartridge in the strip. Of 
Pourse there are many details of me- 
chanism, but that is tlieprineiploof the 
thing. There .are ."3.1:1 rounds on eaeli 
canvas stri]), and the gun fires at the 
rate of ten a second, or about 600 a 
minute. The Russi.an army has 1,000 
rounds on a strip." — Xew Y >rh Her- 
ald.

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The Liitr- Ocean, of December Ist, 
gives the following amusint; experience 
of "Doc"' Hamford of" the Grand 
Pacific with Rev. Mr. Turner: 

Every one who goes to the Grand 
Pacific knows " Doc " Hamford. He 
wears whiskers like Major Handy, 
except that if he were going through 
a field in which there was a wild 
bovine, their color would not excite 
the animal to ch.ase him just the 
same, but it wouldn't be because of 
the color of his whiskers.

York InRtitntion entercf] upon n now 
sy»t«m for the control of affairs edu- 
cational and adminintrative, by a di- 
viftion of the work and tlie responsi- 
bility pertaining to eacli. Two sepa- 
rate departments were created, and 
the heads of these were clothed with 
distinct official authority, and dt^sig- 
nated the Principal and the Superin- 
tendertt, respectively. At that time, 
the number of pupils in attendance 
at the Institution was very much 
larger than at present — in fact, nearly 
double. The cost of tins dual ad- 
ministration exceeded the outlay that 
would be required if managed by a 
single head, yet it was thought the 
good results to accrue /rom it would 
more than compensate for the extra 
expense. Whether or not these ex- 
pectations were fully borne out, we 
can not say. Absolute j>erfection in 
the condufft of human affairs has 
never yet been attained, and it ranst 
be admitted that under the dual sys- 
tem ihefe has frequently existed an 
under-cwrrent oi friction between the 
two departments, that could not be 
otherwise than detrimental to tbe best 
intcn.-tits of the Institution. Whether

Well, on the same principle, it 
will hardly be right to find fault with 
the ('hicago Congress after it had 
met, if it floes turn out to be full of 
mistakes. We should anticipate 
them and lend our aid to the offi(!ers. 

It was simjily for that reason that 
I agitated the several questions that 
have such a vital bearing on the 
success of our coming great gather- 
ing. I found the deaf-mute press 
till! best medium for doing so, and 
of that medium I will again avail my- 
self, whenever I hav(! a nuissage. 

" The .alarm bell disturbs the in- 
habitants but saves them from being 
burnt in their beds," said Burke. 

Morever, as to my being on tlu! 
programme Committee, Mr, Palmer 
will please, understand that I diil not 
write the arti(!le as a member of the 
(■ommittee, I wrote, I think, two, 
before I learned of my appointment, 
and one more, after I had withdrawn. 
But still I do not feel that tlu! fact 
that I am on a Committee, ought to 
jirevent me from discussing any sub- 
j(!Ct pertaining to the Congress.

One can hardly help smile, when he 
sees how a fellow, after he has, at one 
time Vi'hetncntly supported one side of 
a question, abjindons it at some other 
time and supports diametrically 
oppositt! views. 

Of those who attacked so earnestly 
my views in co-education, Davidson 
was one. Now, in an article in tlu! 
Silent Fjhirator, \\v argued, with a 
sober face, Imw mu(!h more advanta- 
geous it would be for the deaf to 
study at a hearing technological 
school. He referred to Dougherty 
and Hanson, and said : " It cannot be 
doubted that these men fieri ved greater 
advantages from their stiulies and 
association in these schools than they 
could have floiie frfiin a co'irse in a 
techni<!al college for th<! deaf." 

After admitting that the deaf 
would derive greater advantages 
frfim their studies anfl association in 
technological Institutes for the hear- 
ing than they could have done from a 
f!Ourse in a tftchnical college for the 
ileaf, how can hi! prfive that tliosf! 
same deaf would not il(<rive greater 
advantages in their studies and 
assficiatifin in a eollege or iiiiiverKity 
for the deaf than they could li.ive 
dfine from a course in the Washing- 
ton (-ollege ? 

In the cfincluding paragraph, he 
said that "the deaf shfiulrl receive 
their higher intellectual education 
* * * in a college for the 
hearing, as they prefer. 
This Cfmcession 1 
thoroughly. 

Mr. Br.iy, of (Jhicagfi, also 
sev(!ral excellent things aliotit 
education, 

Mr, Regensburg suggested 
there be a corps of instructors 
n(!Cted with the (Jhictgf) University 
for the sp(!cial benefit of deaf-mutes, 
I may or m.ay iifit be mistaken, but 
it seisms to ini! that the sain<! thing 
was ilisciissod in the deaf press two 
or three years ago. If, however, 
Mr. Regensburg's propositifin is an 
original one, why, no matter, I sup- 
port it with all my heart and soul. 
His idea is the very best that can b(! 
brought forward in behalf of higher 
deaf-mute education, and I iloiibt not 
but that the day is tiear, when the 
deaf will call themselves graduates 
not f.if an isolateil and iinktiown col- 
legf! but of some great hearing nni- 
versity. 
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Enthusiasts are very narrow-mind- 
ed, and it is on this account that they 
Miicncd. The want of intclligcnee jiri!- 
M iits them from penteiving tlu! ob- 
stacles which seii.arate them from the 
object thf!y desire to reaf;h. Their 
minds are obstinately (iloseil to cer- 
tain courses, anfl they notice only such 
things as arc mostly immediately con- 
nected with their projects ; they 
make a small outlay of thgught and 
action, nothing distraitts them, no- 
thing turns them aside * * ♦ 
and many when taken out of their 
spe<!ial groove are mere ciphers in a 
way that it is difficult to understand. 
'J'he ab'ive is .ailajited from Thco- 
phili (Jauber's paragraph on men of 
genius, which is also applicable to en- 
thusiasts, for are men of genius not 
also enthusiasts ? 

In a largi! sense, our teac arcsher 
enthusiasts. They think a good deal 
of themselves and of their calling, 
and often do not love each other over 



much ; they excuse the shortcomings 
of their profession by saying that 
they are in " the infancy of work 
among the deaf " ; they tlream of a 
millenium somewhere in the near 
future, when all problems will have 
been solved, and the institutions 
send out M.assicus or Syles, without 
much ado. 

The following was, written by one 
such enthusiast whom we, however, 
love for being an enthusiast: 

The problems which fiavc confronted all 
laliorei-H in tliir, (Icld [the ciliiention of the 
fleif children I lire many and difTlciiK, ; and 
though aide and weil-efiiiipped minds iiave 
liecn devoted to, the solution of tliein, few, 
if any, fundamental principles have been 
cHtalillshed, and delitnto iii(!lliodH of proce- 
dure have not found Keueral accept ancc. 
Tlie (education of (Ik! deaf Iiiih not pasHcd 
yet lieyond (lie exp(!rinu'ntiil ,MtaKe, Tnoiinh 
Inethods and Hysfenis may lie sharply dilTcr- 
euliated, I am persuaded from p(!i'sonal ob- 
Rcrvttlioii, from conversation with instmct- 
ors, and from a sliidy of the literature of the 
subject, that the insirnction of tlie deal is In 
a state of triinsition and of proKri'SS wliicli 
renders tlie HliibboielliH of the past vagui', 
and of doubtful utility aside from the his- 
torical Interest which may attach to them.— 
Prof. (I onion. 

O, lilind enthusiast I does he not 
know that the education of the deaf 
will never jiass beyond the " experim- 
ental stage," that the jiroblems will re- 
main just as " many and different" 
one thousand years hence .as they are 
to-day, and tlitit " definite methods 
of procedure" will differ just as much 
now as they did in the tinii! of tlu! 
Abbe de 1' Epee as they will in futiiri! 
centuries ? 

Then why call the writings of the 
Abbe shibboleths ? Are we better 
t(!achers than he ? Do wc know more 
than he? Do we produce more and 
brighter ])iipils than he did ? If no, 
why the word shibboleth ? 

Till! simple truth is : Our pupils 
are n<>t a material that is unvariable 
and amendable to as permaufint me- 
thods as those by which we com|)ute 
the distance of stars, or to as immut- 
,able principles as those which account 
for the fall of a stfme or the growth 
of a leaf. 

Clay is permanent material. I can 
tinsterstand how, in manipulating it, 
I produce a good or a jioor statue ; I 
have control over the yielding sub- 
stance, and I create a remarkable or a 
worthless work, just as it is in me to 
produ<!(! either a remarkable or a 
wfirthless work. 

But Ihave no such control over the 
))U]iils. They came to mo in the 
shape it pleased (4od to fashion them 
— dull, bright, precocious, deaf, semi- 
mute. Hf)W, then, can we lay down 
for them principles, problems, inethods 
as w<! woulil for the construction of 
an iroiiclail fir a c indle-wick ? We 
may have ideas, but then ideas — 
educational, social, religious — (!an no 
more I'est than the ocean. Moons 
may attract its liosom one night, but 
the next morning it returns to its old 
level. At ('hiisago the coming sum- 
mer wo will meet and ventilate many 
things, every one f.f the them as old 
as the St, Roch Church where the 
Abbe de I'Ejiee lies entombed, and 
then wo go out by what ? Hy the 
same door that we went in. 

You ask : " Are there not many 
more bright deaf;mutes to-day than 
fifty or one hundred year ago ? Do 
we not have a collea'c ? Df) those 
facts not jirove conclusively that the 
m(!thods liavf! im|)roved and that we 
are better teai!hers to-d.ay ?" 

It is simply through the increased 
number of s(!hools, and consecjuently 
fif jiupils, that the greater number of 
bright graduates becomes apparent, 
A century hence, we will have not 
sixty small and big schools, but as 
many Institutions, each as large ami 
perfecflyef|ui|)ped as the Philadelphia 
(iistitiition, ;ind as ;i result theri! will 
be prfiportionally still a large number 
fif bright bfiys and girls. With such 
a largo material to chofise from, the 
Washington College will bo able to 
raise its standard still higher. 

It is fn that way, and no other, that 
deaf-mute ediujation is said to jirfi- 
gress — it firogresscs because larger, 
V)(!tter (!f|uifi])ed schools, increase, and 
the |)iii)ils liavi! longer years ami b(!tter 
facilities; not beiriiiise we arc! in midst 
of a '• transition," bef^ause problems 
are on the eve of being solved, or 
becausf! new ami definite inethods of 
procedure are being fliscovered, 

Mfist likely the above will not 
pleasf! the great unoriginal Smith, 
who sits enthroned yonder in snow- 
bound Minnesota, and strikes every 
thing on its Iieail with his sceptri!, aiuj. 
yet introdu(!es nothing new or better 
III its place. If I remember aright, 
he said in his last artifile on the sami! 
subject: "The cause of the tleaf- 
niute education does advance." 
Well, I agree with him 1 It is the 
cause that advances. The world is 
getting more and more enlightened 
in regard to us, and our l)arriers are 
being slowly beaten ilown. 

But deaf-mute education, or as we 
iinderstatiil it, its " |)roblems, princi- 
ples, methods," do not and will never 
ad vaii(!e.

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In order to let you understand fully 
what we meant by returning ten 
dollars the society lent us, let mo CX- 
jilain it all hereby. It was S.aturday 
evening, Ajiril ;tOth, 1802, th.-it a pri- 
vate entertainment of a dramatic sort 
under the management of Messrs, 
(Jonnerton, Kenney and (^arlman, was 
given in St. Paul's Chapel on .State 
Street. It was solely for a charitable 
object. About twelve dollars was 
netted. 

Among the players was Mr. Held, 
who was to play a certain female 
character. Ho had hired a costly wig 
for the occasion. And by agreement 
the jilayers were to have their pic- 
tures taken with their costumes on as 
souvenirs of the occasion, on the fol- 
lowing day, May 1st. 

So when the Albany [ilayers could 
not leave their costumes in Hodge's 
gallery before going home to Albany, 
as thfy hail their ladies to escort, 
they left the bundles with Messrs. 
Connerton and Kenney. Mr. Hold 
haiideil his bundle to J."L. (Connerton, 
and said in his own sign-langu.age, 
"Bo careful and don't lose the wig 
now in the bundle with the costume." 
(That Mr. Held should have known 
better than leave the wig in the 
gall(!iy for the night, is the general 
ojiinioii). Mr. Connerton took good 
f!are of the bundle. Knowing that 
there was the costly wig inside, until 
Mr. Kenney reached the gallery. On 
the morrow, in the afternoon, *all the 
players except Van Wormer met and 
went trooping to the gallery. It was 
raining all day. 

Mr. Held on opening his bundle, 
w.as shfickingly surprised, as he could 
not find the wig ! 

Mr. Hodge was informed of it, but 
he knew nothing of it ! 

Imngiiio its owner's surprise, when 
informed of it, but he felt sorry for 
his friend, Mr. Held. The fine ho im- 
posed was ten dollars. And at the 
meeting of the 7th of May, to the 
contrary of the Constitution and by- 
laws of the Society, ten dollars was 
allowed the parties to pay the fine, 
with President Burt's approval, on 
condition that they return the sum.

Ex-Fanwoopitk, '80. 
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There arc three varieties of this 
famous gem. Ranking first comes 
the Oriental ; as second in value, the 
fira ; and, lastly, the common opal. 
The affection for this precious treasure 
as expressed by the ancients, can hard- 
ly be believed. Nonnius, a Rom.in 
Senator, absolutely jireferred exile to 
parting with a brilliant op.al of the 
size of a filbert, which was earnestly 
coveted by Marc Antony. An opal 
ranking .as third among the finest in 
the world is described as having three 
longitiidin,al bands of the h.arlcqiiin 
kind, from the uppermost of which 
rose propendicularly the most re- 
splendent flame, ti measured nine 
inches by six. 

In the last century a very round 
and brilliant opal was the property of 
the amateur Floury. Another, said to 
be fascinatingly vivid, was owned by 
a noted French financier. These two 
were regarded as marvels of beauty 
among gems. On account of the 
thousand fissures of the stone, en- 
graving is always difficult, and often 
impossible.

A Spanish ambasaador to Great 
Britain, a learned ni.an, but taciturn 
and eccentric, h.ad formed very 
strange ideas of the importance of 
the language of actions and signs.

Distinguished Company Present — The 
Quad Club's Rousing Meeting — 
• Other Happenings.

All elaborate dinner was given by 
Mr. Henry J. Haight, on the evening 
of Februi^ry 11th, at his oalatial 
residence, Fortieth Street and Madison 
Avenue..

The menu was printed on parchment 
a fanciful design embossotl in gold 
and silver forming tho he.ading. The 
decoration of the table was formed 
by a profusion of flowers, resting in 
m.assive silver recept.aoles. They 
were cultivated at the Haight farm 
at Goshen, N. Y., by Mr. I). H. 
Haight, who devofea Biuch of hfs 
time to horticultural pursuits. Light- 
ed wax tapers, with shades of a pink 
color, rested in heavy silver caiide- 
I.abr.is. The re.ir of the dining room 
opened upon a conservatory luxuriant 
with palms and rare idaiits. while be- 
yond the half-open portieres stretch- 
ed the brilliandy iljuminated and 
magnificently furnislu^d parlors, with 
their wealthof bric-a-brac and life- 
size marble statuary, the whole form- 



ing a scene of splendor that will not 
be forgotten for many a d.ay. 

The fe.ast of reas"on and flow of 
soul began with the entremcut 
Sucre, Mr. Haight acting as prompter. 
Dr. Peet was the first called upon. 
He referred to his connection with the 
New York Institution, when it was sit- 
uated scarcely half a mile from where 
he was standing. Exnressing liis 
pleasure at meeting such a notable 
gathering, he referred to the good 
(lualities of the generous host, (^n 
deaf-mute education he discussed the 
methods pursued. He favored the 
combined system. Ho urged signs 
had not retarded Mr. Haight from 
becoming an expert electrician ; Mr. 
Barnes was able to conduct business 
in tho Money-Order Department of 
the Post Office, although unable to 
read the lips. Of the other gendemen 
seated, he had a liftle to say, either 
in a complimentary or a jocular man- 
ner. Now that he was relieved of a 
heavy burden, he felt confident the 
energy of his successor, Mr. Currier, 
would carry forward the work his 
advancing years reluctantly com- 
pelled him to lay aside. 

Mr. Elemendorf captured the honor 
of toasting " a long and a happy 
life" to Dr. Peet. ' 

The rest of tho comjiany respond- 
ed in turn, .and many were the amus- 
ing incidents and funny stories 
related. Dr. Gallaudet told of his 
experience, when he first entered into 
matrimony. A friend speaking of 
the subject remarked, he was parti- 
cularly fortunate, as in marrying a 
deaf-mute he was " saving " his 
breath." 

Prof. Croutor referred to Dr. Peet 
as the greatest of living deaf-mute 
instructors, and expressed his pleasure 
in being numbered among the guests 
of Mr. Haight. He then related the 
following humorous story. One of his 
pupils, while at home, was pelting a 
hearing jilayraato with snow. The 
little one went to tho deaf boy's 
mother, and in natuial signs tried to 
inform the lady of the .aggressor's 
doings, thinking she must be a deaf- 
mute as well as her child. The mo- 
ther, seeing the signs, fell into the 
same error, and both gesticulated at 
each other for several minutes, until 
at last in their frantic eflforts to be 
understood, one of thorn made an oral 
exelamation, and then both half- 
amused and wholly disgusted each 
discovered that the other could hear 
and speak. 

Prof. Fox spoke orally and signed. 
The m»in part of his reinarks was on 
deaf-mute education; though he also 
had pleasant words to say for tho 
honored Dr. Peet and his host. 

Prof. Elmendorf related his ex- 
perieneo in teaching Iho deaf, inoi- 
ilentally remarking ho had devoted 
a good deal of attention to the dif- 
ferent methods, w.as firm in his belief 
the oral method was the best. Dr. 
Peet, he said, could bo likened to an 
old warrior in deaf-mute education, 
with his breast adorned with trophies 
won ill oontests for tho cause, (^ne of 
the comp.any humorously remarked, 
several of the gentlemen present were 
living adornments of Dr. Poet's 
labors. 

Prof. Jenkins spoke of the educa- 
tional problem in some pithy words, 
and gave a good story of the result of 
a proud father's test, as to what call- 
ing his son would follows. Placing 
him in a room with a Bibh' and a saw, 
he left him. On returning, ho found 
tho young man busily occupied with 
tho saw, and tho book unopened. 
'•■ You are to be a politician," wa.s 'the 
parent's soliloquy. 

Editor Hodgson spoke orally, and 
the gist of his remarks were inter- 
preted by Mr. Currier. 

Prof, (\irrior spoke both by signs 
and r/fvr voce, his remarks d'woUing 
briefly on educational matters, and 
being complimentary to Dr. Peet and 
the host. 

Mr. Froehlich began with tho re- 
mark, thecomiiany know " Where he 
was at." Of l)r. "Peet he always hold 
a high o^iinion, and for his laliors in 
behalf ot deaf-mutes, they were al- 
ready well-known. 

Mr. Barnes led ofT with a high eu- 
logy of tho guest of honor, and spoke 
of his chum at school, Mr. Haight. in 
flattering terms. At that time (hero 
was but one ■jnethod, and that was 
tho sign method. He prvdieted the 
final joining of hands of the opposing 
forces, with harmony a"nd the best re- 
sults for the cause. 

Mr. O'Brien said he believed the 
comnany knew " What we are here 
for,' and suggested a plan to decide 
which method of instruction was apt 
to give the best results. 

Young Mr. Haight made the emi- 
eluding speech, saying he knew little 
about the methods pursued. How- 
ever, lie often thought he would be 
glad if bis father could speak .and be 
spoken to verbally. 

Mr. Henry J. Haight, by yvhom 
the dinner was given, is .1 former 
a pupil And graduate of the Now York 
Institution. Hewasdireelly underthe 
tuition of the now Emeritus-Principal, 
and regards his old teacher with love 
and rtn'orence. Born with a "golden 
spoon in his mouth,'' he had every 
temptation to live a life of ease and 
luxury. But, to his credit bo it said, 
he has all his life been industrious, 
and desirous of developing tho talent 
which nature liberally bestowed upon 
him. He is an export in photogra- 
phy ; a landscape painter of high 
order, and a decided mechanical 
genius. For the past ton years ho 
has devoted his time to (ho gtudy of 
electricity, and is now an electrician 
of merit. His electrical inventions 
\aro numerous, and he holib' letters 
patent to the number of two score, 
chief among which is a Thermostat 
that rt>oord8 tho temperature by 
means of a metal coil and rogistei-s 
the maximum of heat and cold during 



any stated interval. Also a universal 
weather vane that will convey the 
temperature changes and direction of 
tho wind to a central place from any 
other quarter, no matter how distant, 
with which it in.ay bo conuoctod by 
wire. His patent hen-coops and in- 
cubators both have received gold 
medals. It will therefore be seen that 
Mr. Haight's honor of Dr. Peet in 
the present instance is simply a con- 
tinuation of the honor done Ins teach- 
ing throughout his useful life. 

Lively discussion, and the largest 
attended in the history of the or- 
ganization, favored tlie Fanwood 
Qii.id Club's meeting Saturday, 
February 11th.

They wore a respectable 
ela.ss, whoso parents paid their fares, 
and supplied them with pocket money. 
They were not used to farm work, 
.and tbey'honld not save much when 
they had only five months work out 
of twelve. The English deaf-mutes 
generally st..ay in school from 8 years 
old til! 15, so that they ni.ay't.ake 
seven yeais to learn a trade, w'hich is 
law in England for all boys to be 
apprentices for seven years — but tho 
American^ deaf-mntes can stay in 
school, and learn a trade till they are 
past their twentieth year. The States 
of America are more kind to the 
inutes, when the English Schools are 
generally supported by bequests, sub- 
scriptions and donat UMis, but mostly 
all expenses arc paid l>v the parents. 
As to myself, I loarned in an V'.nglish 
School, and I never sold anything in 
England or Canada till five years after 
my arrival, through doctor's .advice. 
Tlie Detroit Doaf-Muto Society has 
some members who .sell mops, books, 
and baking powders, and I have seen 
many others selling things in Chicag<\ 
but \ have never met a single English 
deaf-inute, either in Canada or States,

A single act of kindness will illus- 
trate his benevolence : 

A young employe on a railroad 
had the yrcat misfortune to lose 
both of his legs in an accident, but 
through no fault of his. 

The company professed much sym- 
pathy for the unfortunate young man, 
and made many promises. But aside 
from giving him a free course in tele- 
graf)hy, little or nothing was done. 
And soon the poor fellow found him- 
self adrift in tlie world, helfiless, with- 
out money and without friends. In 
his despair he wrote to Gen. Butler, 
who immediately sent for him, and not 
many hours later the railroad magnate 
found himself confronted by the gruff 
old lawyer and his client. The com- 
pany pleaded that thev had already 
advanced him several fiundre<l dollar.'- 
to learn a vocation, for medicinal at- 
tendance, etc., and that they had rione 
all they could for him. ' Such irn- 
piidenee only angered (ieneral Butler. 
'' But " says he^ hotly, " how much do 
yon think it would cost yoO for a 
man like that to sit before a grand 
jury? About |i;)5,000." Thereupon 
he left them. The company knew 
he could make it cost them every cent 
of it, and hastily sought to compromise 
the matter for |!20,000, which wan 
accented, (ieneral Butler handed the 
whole amount over to the young 
man — who was too happy to know 
how to thank him — and never charged 
him a penny for bis services. J$ut
